WEDDING« 

Pieter Brueghel the Younger 
(Brussels, 1568 — c 1638). A 
Flemish master of the Ba¬ 
roque period. A painter of 
genre scenes, fairs, country 
weddings, peasant dancing 
and village customs. In style 
and subject he is a pupil of 
his father P, Brueghel the 
Elder. 

MASTER OF »THE LOST 
SON« - »SUSAN WITH THE 
ELDERS« 

An anonymous disciple of 
Jan Massys and a represen¬ 
tative of the flourishing Ant¬ 
werp school of the mid-16 lh 


century. His style suggests an 
original synthesis of Italian 
influence and Flemish ty¬ 
pology. 

PAOLO VERONESE - 
»ALLEGORY OF WISDOM 
AND STRENGTH 

Paolo Veronese (Verona, 
1528 - Venice. 1588). To¬ 
gether with Titian and Tinto¬ 
retto, the most important 
Venetian painter of the high 
Renaissance. A fine sense of 
colour and masterly handling 
of flowing drapery are char¬ 
acteristic of his work. 

ROBERT KAMPEN - 
»MARY OF SALAMANCA« 
Robert Kampen (c. 1375 — 
Tournai, 1441). A painter of 
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the early Renaissance Flem¬ 
ish school which flourished in 
Brussels, Liege, Tournai and 
the north of France. His pal¬ 
ette is bright and harmoni¬ 
ous, composition clearly or¬ 
ganised. 

ALBRECHT DURER - »ST 
ANNE AND THE ELDERS« 

Albrecht Diirer (Nurnberg, 
1471 —1528). A major figure in 
German Renaissance paint¬ 
ing, and surpassed master of 



the graphic arts. His works 
show a development from 
Gothic schematism to a pow¬ 
erfully realistic expressive¬ 
ness. Denominations: 4.00; 
16.50; two of 23.70. Subjects: 
paintings from the Stross- 
mayer Gallery of Old Mas¬ 
ters. Selection of subjects 
and text: Vink Zlamalik, direc¬ 
tor of the Strossmayer Gal¬ 
lery. Design: Belgrade artist 
Andreja Milenkovic.
